Why Cardinal Gerlach Made a Hasty 
Exit From Rome f 


wA tale of German intrigue reaching

The same night a sensation was 
caused in Rome by the flight of Car- 
dial Gerlach across the Swiss’ bor- 
Italian secret service agents 
burst in the ‘doors of His Emmin- 
ence’s house two hours. after his es- 
cape and discovered the machina- 
tions of a score of pro-German plots. 
‘the next day. more than ‘three: hun- 


dred arrests resulted throughout 
Italy.’ \ { 
This, for ten days was all the 


world knew concerning the workings 
ot the German espionage system. No 
one connected an insignificant rob- 
bery in the Austrian capital with the 
Cardinal’s -disappearante and the 
wholesale ‘arrests of German agents. 

Another event which caused little 
interest at the time of its occurence, 
yet which had a direct bearing on 
the successful breaking up of the 
‘Leuton spy-nest, was the reported) 
“escape” carly in January, of two of 
Italy’s most notorious ‘safecrackers, 
wiio had been incarcerated © for life 
in prison at Rome. ; 

What has never been disclosed un- 
til now is the fact that a warrant for 
their release-was signed by the »pre- 
fect of all the Italian police himselt, 
and that each of the criminals was 
later given $10,000 by the Italian: gov- 
ernment. The service they rendered} 
the government proved | well worth | 
the price, 

For more than two yéars the Itat-] 
jan secret service, extending its re-| 
search over a far greater ground than 
one realizes even today, had: suc- 
ceeded in tracing certain pro-Ger-| 
‘uan plots and intrigues in Italy to 
Vienna. In the Austrian capital, spies| 
succeeded itt narrowing the search| 
down. to a certain house, adjoining 
“but having no connection with,” the 
(erman Embassy. | 

Had they acted hastil, the spies 
right have burgled the house, rob-| 
bed the safe, and even laid hands on] 
a certain set of precious papers the 
Italian’ government was keenly. in- 
terested in. Buf that is as far as 
they would have gotten, For attach- 
ed to the bundle of documents. so 
highly desired by three governments 
was un. intricate series of wires. With} 
almost devilish ingenuity the  Ger-! 
iwans had provided that if the safe} 
were opened and the papers: removed, | 
a cloud of poison gas, deadly in ¢f-} 
ject, would envelope the disturber} 
and render the entire room in which| 
the safe was located uninhabitable. At} 
the same time: a cleverly devised! 
burglar alarm. would call sufficient} 
inilitary police to the scene to deal 
with any number of intruders. 

When every detail of the hiding- 
place of the papers had been learned,} 
th secret service agents reported jn 
detail to Rome. On a. -favorable 
dark night the “escape” of -the fam- 
ous safe-crackers from the prison; 
ovtside of the Italian capital was| 
arranged and effected. Promised| 
their freedom, and ten thousand dol- 
lars apiece if they succeeded, thé} 
criminals had agreed to undertake 
the dangerous mission.

High Cost of Living Laid to the 
Door of the Speculator 


The high cost of living is not di- 
fectly caused by the war. For ten 
years at least the term has been, in 


general use. During the election cam- 
patgn’ of 1911 the problem was freely 
discussed and one of out noted pro- 
fcssors ‘of economics .had much to 
say in the. newspapers on the: ‘sub- 
ject at that time. 

Market conditions are amainly —re- 
>, of I. as we 


with it. : 

There is one way to lower the pri- 
ces of foodstuffs without lowering 
the farm: income and that is by  co- 
cpération marketing. 

A few instances which have come 
under observation in the United 
States where they have similar econ- 
omic problems to our own, will 
serve for illustration. A writer in| 
the Prairie Farmer says: 

“I have seen bread lines’ of hun- 
g1y men in Chicago blocks long,} 
while on the farms in Michigan, just 
across ninety miles of navigable wat- 
cr, fruits and vegetables sufficient to 
feed all of these hungry thousands 
to repletion, were rotting in the fields 
because the growers could not,  in- 
dividually at least, find a market 
which would pay enough. to cover 
the cost of gathering, to say nothing 
about the cost of transportation and 
distribution. Now it seems to me 
is something wrong, almost 
criminally wrofig, in a system which 
permits that sort of thing to be: 

“Not so very long ago I was in 
one of the charming little cities’ of 
northern Indiana. In the late sum- 
mer’ I have seen literally scores of 
farmers’ wagons backed to the curb 
on the main street, piled high with: 
delicious water melons and canta- 
loupes.. 1 have struggled home in 
mid-afternoon tugging a market, bas- 
ket filled to the handle with these 
ficld fruits which had cest me maybe 
a quarter of a dollar or less. Later 
in the evening 1 have seen tired far- 
mers, after a weary day's fruitless 
Waiting, driving homeward . again

glutted local market offered no 
mand at-any price. a 

“At the same time, less than a 
hundred and fifty miles away, , were 
the hundreds of thousands of. men, 
women and: children in Chicago 
whose mouths were watering for a 
taste of melon, while the price on 
those offered for sale in the marts 
was so nearly prohibitive that hardly 
anybody -off the Lake Shore Drive 
could afford to buy even one. 

“After I tried to figure. out who 
or what was responsible for this by 
a process of. elimination I succeeded 
to. my own’ satisfaction. ‘ 

“The farmer was not to blame di- 
rectly for he réceived but a traction 
of what his produce was worth, The 
transportation companies. were not to 
blanie for I learned that their chare- 
es: were very reasonable. The — re- 
tailer was not to blame for his vro- 
fits were not excessive. 

There was only one other source] 
{rom which could spring the condi- 
tions referred to, This was the spec- 
ulating principle governing market 
conditions. “The speculator bought 
the farmers produce at small prices 
and placed only enough of it upon 
the retail market to supply the select 
trade. What became’ of the rest? I 
don’t know. Last winter [ saw hun- 
dreds of bushels’ of frozen potatoes 
dumped at a railway siding just out- 
side of Montreal. Is there any con- 
nection between this incident and 
present prices in that city? af 

Co-operative marketing would. if 
properly undertaken, increase the 
farmers’ income by at least fifty per 
cent and also lower the prices in our 
great centres of population _by at 
least. as much.—Montreal © Family

‘The Vastness of Russia |The Dangers in 
‘The Russian Nature 


More Liable to Divisions Than Any 
Other’ European Nation 


All who have come in touch with 
Russian politics know the dangers of 
nature—its 
words, its casual ways, its formless- 
ness and want of method, -its godlike} 4 
indifference to time. and space: 
in the practice of politicsits greatest 
danger is division. Next to the Poles 
1 suppose the Russians are more lia- 
ble to splits and divisions than _,any 
other Europeans, and the diversity ot 
their religious sects is proof of it. 
n 1905; as now, the revolution de- 
manded a constituent assembly, and 
the rights of free speech, free press, 


Russian, Empire Embraces One-Sixth 
of the Land Surface of 
the Earth 


To the average man, Russia stands 
out in the far horizon of conscious- 
ness, as Canada did. to Kipling—a 
“lady of the snows’—and,;:in addi- 
tion, a nation of beards and blouses 
and. knouts and Siberian prisons. 
When we think of its goverfiment, 
we vision a, medieval despotism, when 
we think of its: lands, we conjure up 
a drear picture of snow-clad moun- 
tains and vast, loncly steppes; when 
we think of its literature, we think 
of Tolstoy, “with his fingérs in the 
girdle of his blouse, and the chances 
are we have him mentally categoried 
as a “crank.” And this ignorance 
pervades even Europen circles. 

“If we take even an educated Eu- 
1opéan,” a well known Russian writer 
complains, “provided he be not a spe- 
cialist, an investigator into Russian | 
life, we nnd that his information re- 
specting’ Russia is almost inevitably 
confined to extremely limited impres- 
sions acquired by ‘chance.” 

It is time to rub up a little on Kus- 
sia—at least sufficiently to put a 
gloss upon our ignorance, because 
Russia is going to be an agricultural 
and commercial factor to be reckoned 
With» after this war. 

To begin with, then, Russia, in the 
area of lands that own its dominion, 
is the largest nation in the world— 
its empire embraces one-sixth. of the 
land surface of the earth. When the 
present war began it had an area of 
8,764,586 square miles, being nearly 
three times as large as the , United 
States, exclusive of Alaska. It — in- 
cludes more than one-half of Europe 
and the whole of northern Asia. 
From east to west it extends more 
than 5,400 miles, while its greatest 
width, from the Kara sea to. the Pa- 
nur boundary, is 2,400 miles, ‘Its coast 
line is apout 31,000 miles and its land.

the Volga. The Ural mountains break 
the monotony of the plains on the 
cdge of Asia. 

This great. plain is 
with a system of lakes and. rivers, 
which have their sources in the  in- 
land elevations and flow away in all 
directions, emptying into the Bal- 
tic, the Arctic ocean, the ~ Black sea 
and the Caspian. The Volga, which 
drains the basin of the Caspian sea, 
is the largest river in Europe and is 
navigable for cighteen hundred miles. 
Yhe Dnieper, Russia’s second largest 
river, drains a territory as large as 
France and empties into the  Blact. 
sea, The Don, its third longest river, 
flows into the sea of Azov, and is one 
of the great waterways for the trans- 
port of grain. The Vistula, the 
Western Dvina and the Nieman are 
tributaries of the Baltic and the 
Petchora, the Northern Dvina and 
the Anega are the great streams of 
the Northern Arctic basin. 

Naturally, Russia presents a diver- 
sity of climate, ranging from the long 
cold winters of the, Arctic regions to 
a temperature in its southern terri- 
tory similar to the northern latitudes 
of Italy. Petrograd has mean_tem- 
perature in winter of about 15 de- 
grees Fahrenheit and in summer - of

Judgment for H. Franz 


In the appellate division the decis 
ion of Mr. Justice Ives in the case of 
Henry Franz, of Cowley, against 
Peter C. Hansen and Lilly May Ban- 
sen, Who found that the action bad 
not been brought antil after the 
property in dispute had been paid 
for, and transfers giyen and register- 
ed, and thatit was then too late, in 
his opinion to coinplain. of deficiency 
in acreige, which amounted to 106 
acres out of a total of 271. He held 
in effect that purchasers must be 
alive and awake at the time of taxing 
transfers or very quickly afterwards, 

The appellate division held that it 
this case the defendants wai ranted 
this piece of land to coutain 271 acres 
exactly and therefore gave juugment 
for the plaintiff for $1,373.10 and 
costs, being the vaiue uf the deficient 
acreage. 


Change in Law to gk 
Make No Difference 


The appellite division has refused 
the application of Phoebe Jane Drew- 
ry, widow of the late J.C Drewry, of 
Cowley, for asbare of her Jate bus- 
band’s property. under the married 
wouian’s relief act. 

The application was first heard by 
Mr. Justice Walsh, who held. that 
although the plaintiff bad lived aya t 
from her husband for twenty-four | 
years without bis -consent. that after 
his death, in the absence of ‘flagrant 
misconduct, which was not suggested, 
she had aright to a share-in her bus- | 
band’s estate. This decision was up- 
held by the appellate division unani- | 
mously, buton appeal to the pr ivy| 
council this judgment was reversed, 

The legislature, however, duri ing | 
the last eession, repealed the law: 
governing in such a case, and the! 
widow immediately cla. med that her | 


estale was restored and brought ac- 
tion fer a declaration’ to this effect. 

The appligation was heard by Mr. |" 
Justice Scott, and by him referred to 
thd appellate division, whieb‘ found 
that the rights of the widow were to| 
be determiued by the law atthe time 
of the death of her husband, and that 
as these rights had already been de- 
termined against her, the could not 
again be heard.‘ 

The judgment was by the chief 
justice, in which Justices Stuart and 
Walsh concurred, Mr. Justice Beck 
dissenting. J. W. MacDonal, of 
Macleod, acted ‘for the widow, and 
Clifford T. Jones, IX.C., for the exe- 
eutors of the estate.

The Steel Hatvest Sown in Verdun 
' Battlefield _ ie 


“Prometheus,” the organ of the 
German iron. trade, makes. an elabor- 
ate, calculation as to the quantity df 
steel which is now lying on the hill- 
sides round Verdun. According to 
military reports, it often happened 
that as many as one million shots 
daily were fired from guns of vari- 
ous calibres. If, however, one million 
shells are taken as the weekly 1n- 
stead of the daily average, we reach 
almost incredible totals. Taking the 
ground fought over as 260 square 
kilometres, and the average: weight 
of shells as 90 Ibs., no less than 1,- 
350,000 tons of steel exploded on the 
area in question. This weight is suf- 
ficient to load 135,000 heavy goods 
wagons, and works out at 13 tons of 
steel per acre. Taking the price of 
scrap steel at 3 pounds 10s per ton, 
we have a crop of steel wortli about 
45 pounds per. acre, a crop which 
“Prometheus” thinks is-well worth 
garnering. . ;

Deeds of “Exquisite Heroism” Alone 
Win Britain’s Supreme Honor 
In This War 


Victoria Crosses are dealt out’ as 
grudingly as though they were com- 
posed of radium. This is because the 
lionor is the greatest that can be won 
by a British subject, and also because 
in the present war all previous stand- 
ards of gallantry have been surpassed 
or rather what one man did.in = the 
Crimea and three in South Africa a 
hundred are doing -in the present 
war. To give a V.C. to every heroic 
soldier in the ‘Britishearmy would be 
to’make the cross as common as cor- 
porals’ stripés. So it is bestowed as 
cautiously as though the candidate 
for it were applying for ‘canoniza- 
lion. Not only must the deed that 
wins the cross be of exquisite hcro- 
ism; it must be as duly witnessed and 
attested as a signature to a will. A 
veritable court of enquiry sits on each 
case, and unless it presents — sore 
features far out of the ordinary even 
among heroic deeds, the supreme 
honor is withheld and a . Military 
Cross or medal given instead. 

The New York Sun says that the 
question as to the bravest deed that 
won the Victoria Cross will never be 
decided. There are a hundred deeds 
which no human devotion or courage 
or sacrifice could ever surpass. for 
valor in attacking “a foe Michael 
O'Leary stands out with I..-Corpl- 
Albert Jacka, of the Australians, as 
Ainsurpassable in all military — his- 
tory.

Suvla Bay. Shot in the left thigh, he 
dragged a worse wounded comrade

shovel, moving only a few feet with 
every effort, until. he reached a Brit- 
ish outpost.’ Lieut. A.V. Smith of 
an East Lancashire Regiment, threw 
himself upon 2 bomb that had drop- 
ped out. of his hand, and though he 
was blown’ to pieces, he saved the 
lives of his comrades, 


Major Yates of the Second York- 
saire ‘Light Infantry, was mortally 
wounded and taken prisoner at Le 
‘Cateau, while leading nineteen sur- 
vivors of his battalion of 220 men in 
a charge, and Major George Wheel- 
er, of the Seventh Lancers, at Shaiba 
Mesopotamia,'a bern leader of fo1- 
lorn hopes, thus met his death: “He 
was seen far ahead of his men, rid- 
ing single-handed, straight for. the 
enemy’s standard.”

What Pan-Germanism 
Meant to United States 


Tlad Plans Mapped Out for Invasion 
of United States 


In a pamphlet. entitled - “Oversea 
Operations; a Study,” published in 
Berlin. in 1901, Baron Franz Withelin 
Leopeld Heinrich Friedrich von Ed- 
elsheim. of the -Second Uhlan regi- 
ment of the guard, unfolded-a scheme 
for the invasion of the United States 
of Amicrica. The toné of the pamph-

That the scheme was not merely 
the ipse dixit or utopian dream of a 
meére individual officer suffeting from 
proverbial Prussian swélled-headed- 
ness is proved by the fact. that the 
pamphlet was published to promote 
military study in the army and navy 
club of Berlin, says the London 
Tjmes. me ties 

In the preface the author states 
that his pamphlet is ah endeavor to 
demonstrate’the value of oversea op- 
¢rations in modern warfare, the prin- 
cipal requirement for. their execution 
being insured by the magnitude of 
the reseurtes which Germany has at 
her disposal for such undertakings, 
and to premote interest in the study 
of matters of the highest importance 
to the fatherland in cennection with 
war waged at a distance. : 


In the. introduction it is stated that 
the four years ending in 1901 demon- 
strated to Germany the intimate con- 
nection which cxists between naval 
and military operations. The wars 
between Japan and China, the. Span- 
ish-American war, the Boer war and, 
finally the China expedition, afford- 
ed instances of transport work on a 
large scale across the seas. , 

According to the writer no state in 
the world is able to mobilize morc 
quickly or has greater facilities for 
oversea transport and hostile land- 
ing oversea than Germany, which in 
her mercantilé marine—the second 
largest—possesses a flect of trans- 
ports capable of rapid movement. 
This is an important. factor in Ger- 
many’s Weltpolitik (world policy) 
which has been promoted by her suc- 
cessful achievements in central Eu- 
rope during the last ten years.’ 

, In the course of his pamphlet, Bar- 
on von Edelshei:n says: ' ‘ 

Of late years we Germans have had 
cause for political irritation with the 
United States, due largely to com- 
mercial reasons. Up to now differ- 
ences have been for the most part 
settled through eur giving way. But 
a pelicy of surrender must ‘have its 
limits. ; ; 

The question for us to consider is 
what plans must eventually be de- 
veloped to put a stop to the over- 
reachings by the United States which 
are detrimental to our interests. It 
is by armed action that we must ul- 
timately enforce our will upon that 
country. e 

To achieve that purpose our prime 
instrument in this case is our navy. 
The German ficet ‘would have every 
prospect of victorieusly encountering 
the naval forces of the United States, 
as those forces are divided into two 
sections separated by two oceans (At- 
Jantic and Pacific), which are a 
great distance apart. But the defeat 
of her fleet would not—-compel the 
United States to sue for “immediate 
peace because of the vastness of her 
territory and the immensity of her 
resources. Inded, even further suc- 
cesses at sea would not force Ameri- 
ca to yield, partly because the com- 
aeial: ports are so well fortified 
that we could not capture them 
without heavy losses, and partly be- 
cause it would be impessible for our 
naval forces to blockade them ail 
simultaneously. : ; 

We have to reckon\on the possi- 
bility that the American fleet would 
not at, first risk a battle, but would 
conceal itself in fortified ports and 


wait there for some favorable op- 
portunity to snatch a partial vic- 
tory. 


It is evident, therefore, that naval 
operations alone would not _ suffice 
to bring about the result which we 
desire. What is needed is combined 
action by sea and land. Owing to 
the vast arca of the United States 
it would be out of the question for 
an army te invade the interior with 
a view to, the. conquest of the coun- 
try. But there is good reason to 
expect that military ‘operations on 
‘the Atlantic cdast would prove to be 
a victorious enterprise. Moreover, 
the cutting off of the main arteries 
through which exports from the en- 
tire country pass would create such 
a depressed state of affairs that the 

overnment would be willing to of- 
er us fair conditions of peace. 

lf a German squadron were ac- 
companied by a fleet of transports 
it may be presumed that: once a 
landing had begun it would only 
take four weeks for a German army 
to begin their campaign on Ameci- 
can soil. Within such a short per- 
iod of time there is no doubt that 
the United States would be unable 
to place in the field forces as large 
as our invading army.

No wonder 
the thousand Chinese who have vol- 
unteered to fight with the allies, en- 
listing from Vancouver, expressed 
the wish to serve under Canadian of- 
ficers. 

Canada, a young country, needing 
al! her men at home, never hesitated 
once they had put their shoulder to 
the wheel. And they have never 
slackened their ardor, no matter what 
befell. And the women of Canada 
have taken up. the men’s work at 
home, kept the country going at -a 
normal business level, and it has been 
said that more land, not Jess, has 
been cultivated in Canada since the 
war started—cultivated by the men 
fast military age, by the invalids, by 
the women and the boys.

The Brave Deeds. of a Former West- 
ern Scoutmaster :

of Eskimo and Indian boys. Far off 
in the vicinity of the Yukon at a mis- 
sion station known as Hay River, a 
thousand miles by water north of any

railroad this little band, upholding 
the principles of the » Boy Scout 
movement, thrives. And it thrives 


under able leadership, for its scout- 
master, Wm. Robert Hunter, whio is 
attached to the Anglican mission at 
Hay: River is the very type of man 
who can be depended upon for lead- 
ership. 

‘ After journeying for about six 
weeks, for it takes that long to get 
to any point in eastern Canada from 
Hay River, Mr. Hunter paid a visit 
to Ottawa recently, and calling at the 
Boy Scout headquarters, he recount- 
ed his many experiences with his lit- 
tle troop. The boys are willing to 
learn, he says, and like the idea of 
banding themselves. into a_ troop. 
They pick up the work readily and 
show a keenness in connection with 
some of its branches that would even 
surpass the best efforts of some 
eastern or western ‘troops. 

These boys are mostly Eskimo and 
Indian orphans who have been sent 
to the mission, When they are eigh- 
teen years of age they are sent baci 
to their tribes where the training 
they have received while at the mis- 
sion is made excellent use of. 


The brave deeds of a tormer wes- 
tern scoutmaster on the battlefields 
of Europe, while facing death are re- 
counted in a grim story graphically 
described in a letter from the colonel 
of his battalion. The hero was the 
late Lieut. Hugh Hetherington, of 
Brandon, who received — mortal 
awounds*while gallantly leading. his 
mén during recent fighting on the 
western front. The late Lieut. Heth- 
erington was scoutmaster of the 3rd 
Brandon (First Indian) troop and 
was also. connected with the Indus- 
trial school at Brandon. When he 
left Canada, he was accompanied by 
Lieut. Cox, Boy Scout commission- 
er for Prince Albert. 

“He was posted to a fainous bat- 
talion on Sunday, March 12," the 
colonel writes. “He had distinguish- 
ed self at Aldershot during Jan- 
uary and February, and was placed 
in charge of a platoon at once. Dur- 
ing: each of several days he accom- 
panied me to the trenches, we had 
many heart to heart talks on gon- 
ditions, dangers and prospects. e 
‘always showed a spirit of unselfish 
devotion and a high sense of his du- 
ties and responsibilities. We looked 
ifpon as one of our dearest and 
most efficient officers." 
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SENSELESS DESTRUCTION WROUGHT 
IN TRAIL OF RETREATING VANDALS 


BOCHE WAR A BEAST’S GAME WITH BESTIAL RULES 


An Eye-Witness Tells of the Work of the Retreating Germans in 
of Vandalism That Would Put 


‘eiemy Bad left them," 


Fair France, Committing Acts 
To Shame 


An eye-witness of the fiendish and 
senseless destruction wrought ‘by the 
German armies in their present flight 
homewards coriveys what is clearly 
a true and impartial account of what 
is taking place. ; 


. Tsaw he writes, from a point with- 
in reach of the pellets the very last 
shells~fired“at“-Bapaume, have traver- 
sed many -blasted villages, and heave 
spent almost leisurely hours in Per- 
onne—fondly called by the French La 
Pucelle—which has lost under Ger- 
man treatment every touch | of her 
maidenly grace and beauty.’ ‘With 
such opportunities it is not difficult 
to tell how much of the ruin has been 
wrought by shell fire, how much by 
mine or fire or-army house-breakers. 
Calctilated brutality, scientific exis- 
ceration, cannot cloak themselves un- 
der the guise of-acts of war. 


The facts are thes¢: As soon as 
the inhabitants were driven off and 
sent behind this great fortified line 
of which the’ German papers boast, 
all that was worth having was carted 
off and all the rest destroyed. The 
manner of destruction varied with 
the thing to be destroyed. In Per- 
onne are many fine trees planted for 
ornament. The military authorities, 
probably from lack of labor, could 
not cart them away, could not even 
spend time in fellling them. ; 

So instructions were given to hack 
every. tree, as a hedge-layer cuts 
hedge-stakes, just deep enough to 
enstire the death of the tree. So the 
German left “his mark,” a V-shaped 
convict’s mark, cut half-way through 
each trunk of the avenue. Fruit trees 
are more carefully severed. than orna- 
mental trees, and especial care hes 
been taken to destroy completely the 
espalicrs and prettily --trained fruit 
trees in which French gardeners take 
special and peculiar delight. 

I do not know why, but the sight 
of these little fruit trees with their 
throats. cut filled. me with more 
trenchant rage against the German 
mind than all the. test of the havoc. 
Trobably a list of trees and other 
things that inhabitants of the Ba- 
paume and Peronne districts will 
need after the war is already filed in 
the commercial department at Berlin. 

So much for the gardens. Now for 
the houses. I. do not Know. how 
many score I entered, how mauy 
hundred I stared into through — the 
shattered facades. Along whole 
streets where every front wall . was 
rent open, I could “fir no-vestige of 
any shell hole or of the distinctive 
oval hole that a shell usually punc- 
tures in brickwork. ; 

The wark had been done, 1 am 
wholly convinced} by small charges 
of ammonal, one of which was found 
and most bravely carried away ty 
one of the party. The quarters of the 
town where the shells had been dt 
rected were very well defined; and it 
wds/in these only that the front walls 
were erect, though damaged. 

Within the houses mess and. filth 
were inyariable. It was a wonder how 
so much rubble could have been 
amassed. In the Hotel de Ville in 
Peronne, a building spared because 
used to the last as a hospital, each 
room, save only the cellars. and dug- 
out below the cellars, was impassable 
for debris. 

The general impression of desola- 
tion “wrought by some © bull-headed 
minotaur or vulture harpy was etch- 
ed into the features of a more odious 
because more human and _ intelligent 
monster when the minor individual 
details of this general wreckage 
reached the imagination. © 

Here was a. long mirror hung 
against the wall. It was shivered by 
means of a hammer still lying on the 
floor. Here was a cabinet with shal- 
low shelves, cach of which had been 
hacked by some blunt instrument. 
Here again was a Renaissance man- 
telpiece finely cut and designed in 
marble. It had ‘been battered out of 
shape and pattern by the blunt side 
of an axe. The effect was not less 
brutal in the very rare. places where 
SRPSIRY something had been spar- 
e r 


For example, a certain number of 
books had been left in a fine library, 
but the greater number were thrown 
about the floor and wantonly’ torn 
and fouled. No pictures were ieft 
intact; no single table or chair or 
piece of crockery. Indeed, hardly 
anywhere could I find trace of furni- 
ture. I can only suppose that most 
of it was carted off and is probably 
in the hands of the Prussian furniture 
fakers, who have great German gen- 
ius in their art. But how much wes 
burnt, how much carried off, is quite 
conjectural, 
been lit- here.and there, and a few 
houses were still smoking. In Ba- 
pdume, which I only saw at night, 
the burning was more extensive. In 
the villages the fires were the biggest 
aud most thorough, probably for the 
reason that the material was of Icss 
value.

I have said nothing of acts of de- 
tivction that have any military ob- 
ject.

The mining of all wells, except 
the one or two. left for chemical 
treatment, is, I suppose, a_ military 
precaution like the shattering of the 
railway. stations'and the permanent 
way. Indeed, with regard to military 
precautions of this. sort, my pérsonal 
fecling .was that by far the least 
thorough part of the work was the 
blocking of traffic. You could drive a 
motor at good speed along main 
roads seven or. eight hours after. the

But in all 
the towns and in all the villages you 
miay search from dawn to dusk for 
eny single example of slackness in 
the art,.or perhaps science, of thiev- 
ing and fouling. 

In September of 1914, in the close 
neighborhood of Rheims, a French 
general—“a soldier and a gentleman" 
if ever ther was one—showed, me in 
a little little shop, how everything 
has been sifted till nothing worth 
more than twopence-halfpenny was 
left in the heap on the floor, and I 
walked through villages robbed of 
every watch, every sheet, blanket, 
and bolster. 

Put the German has advanced 
since those days. He can now loot 
a large town so that not the value 
of a penny piece is left, and he can 
retreat over a country side without 
leaving a roof or a saucepan, or a 
fruit tree. 


Babylon in British Hands 


Union Jack Flies Over What

There are really two Babylons, one 
the Babylon: of today, the other the 
Babylon of Nebuchandnezzar, says a 
writer in the Christian Guardian. The 
former is the little town of Hillak, 
with only a few hundred inhabitants 
and its buildings all of mud _ bricks, 
like Babylon of old. The ancient 
Labylon lies all around Hillah, and 
is practically a suburb of Bagdad.

It is an interesting 
thing to note that Kut-el-Amara, also 
famous in this war, is on the edge of 
the ancient Ur of the Chaldees, which 
was Abraham's dwelling place when 
he heard the voice that called him 
to “go out, not knowing whither ho 
he went.” And now over this section 
and over ancient Babylon flies the 
well-known. Union Jack, and Britain’s 
soldiers guard what’ was. once the 
centre of the great Babylonian ém- 
pire. 


Scientifit Burglary 


Dean Inge Says Teutons Are Not a 
Fighting Race 


Speaking at the Temple church, 
London, Dean Inge said our oppon- 
ents in this war weré not really a ae 
fighting race; and so they had no 
chivalry. War for them was a sor- 
did business, shorn of all romance; it 
was merely a scientific burglary by a 
verv large gang. 

It seemed to him that reliance on - 
the law of progress, on socialism, de- 
mocracy, common-sense and indus- 
try, or on organized religion, to pre- 
vent a recurrence of what ‘was hap- 
pening, was in cach case alike futile; 
they would fail again as they had 
failed now. 

He knew that this war was forced 
upon us, but he did not think we had 
a right to-assume that we and our 
present allies could never be guilty of 
breaking the peace at some future 
time—our past record was not clean 
enough for that. It was of no use 
trying to change the world without 
changing ourselves. We must pro- 
mote from. top to bottom. the great 
reforms fm national education which 
he hoped would come after peace.
